A [device] handbag for carrying articles which 



comprises: 

a) an enclosure [defining] which defines a primary storage space [, said enclosure 
defining] accessible through a primary opening of said enclosure ; 

b) at least one external compartment which is inaccessible through said primary 
storage space, said external compartment [comprises] including [includes] a closure panel 
pivotablv movable toward and away from said enclosure for selectively providing access 



thereto[, said closure panel being pivotably movable toward and away from said enclosure];
